NEW YORK (AP). — A. M. Ro- 
senthal, managing editor of the 
“New York Times,” said in a tele- 
gram to the government of Pakistan! 
President Agha Mohammed Yahya 
Khan Saturday that the expulsion 
of a “Times” correspondent and 
more than 30 other newsmen from 
Dacca was “unwarranted and un- 
precedented.” ~ 

Mr. Rosenthal said he was 
“stunned” by the Saturday morning 
expulaion, which came after the 
“Times” Sydney Sohanberg and 
other correspondenta were told to 
atay in the Intercontinental Hotel 
under penalty of being shot if they 
left to perform journalistic duties. 

The managing editor said the 
correspondents were expelled after 
confiscation of their papers and 
film. The expulaion wes, he said, 
“eontrary to all principles of in- 
ternational press freedom.” 

Mr. Rosenthal declared: “Can only 
believe that this must have been 
@n error on part of military autho- 
rities. Trust that your fovernment 
will rectify this situation.” 

Meanwhile, the expelled journa- 
lists began describing what they 
had seen in Dacca. In Beirut, ““News- 
week” correspondent Loren Jenkins 
described Friday’s army action as 
"an exercise in terror designed to 
frighten people from resisting. The 
army apparently thought such a 
show of force would scare them 
from .continuing their campaign of 
non-cooperation with the govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Jenkins said automatic wea- 
pons fire began in Dacca about 
midnight Thursday and became 
general about an hour later, follow- 
ed by artillery fire which seemed 
to be aimed at the wuniversity 
campus, apparently because the stu- 
dents were the only ones thought to 
have arms of any sort. Bengalis 
tried to stop the army's advances 
by making barricades from chopped 
down trees or overturned cars, but 
Mr, Jenkins said these were bull- 
dozed out of the way.

Jackson: Big Terrorists escalate 


arms airlift 
to Cairo 


WASHINGTON |Reuter!. — Senator 
Henry Jackson claimed yesterday 
the Soviet Union had been conduct- 
ing a large military airlift to Egypt 
over the past 15 days. He said the 
airhft involved Russia's largest 
transport planes and was obviously 
taking place on an urgent basis — 
otherwise the arms would have been 
sent by sea. 


“This could be ominous — we 
don’t know — but it is certainly not 
helpful,” Senator Jackson said in a 
television interview with the Amer- 
jean Broadcasting Company. 

Senator Jackson, a member of 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee and usually well-informed on 
foreign policy matters, said the 
transport aircraft were each capable 
of carrying at least two Mig-21 
Sovier interceptor fighters. Ship- 
ments of more of the Sam-3 surface- 
to-air- missiles and other sophisti- 
cated armaments could also be in- 
volved, he said. 

Senator Jackson said in response 
to a question the arms shipments 
Could be designed to bring psycho- 
logical pressure on Israel in the 
MiddJe East peace talks which now 
appear to have reached another 
deadiock. 


The State Department said last 
week it was looking into reports 
of shipments of more Soviet arms 
to the Middle East. One unconfirm- 
ed report here last week quoted 
U.S. intelligence reports as saying 
more Mig-2is had recentiy heen 
shipped to Egypt. 


Rogers: Mid-East 
power balance 
still U.S. policy 


WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Willlam Rogers met leaders 
of the American Jewlsh community 
to explain U.S. policy in the Middle 
East. He reaffirmed America’s wish 
to maintain the balance of power 
between Israel and the Arab couns 
tries, a State Department spokes- 
man said yesterday. 


The 90-minute private meeting on 
Friday was the latest in a serles 
over the past six to elght months 
between the Secretary of State and 
Jewish leaders, he said. 


Mr. Rogers made clear: the pur- 
pose of U.S. aid to Israel wag to 
Maintain the strategic balance in 
the Middle East, he added. The 
Secretary reviewed the present situa- 
tion “ as we see It" and explained 
U.S. policy generally, the spokes- 
man added. 


He said the meetings were gene- 
rally on the initiative of the Jew- 
lsh communal leaders.

Some observers here also hold 
that Egypt’s apparent interest in 
making progress towards the open- 
ing of the international waterway 
may bring about more direct con- 
tacts between Israe] and Egypt. pos- 
sibly through Washington. Such a 
development is seen Hkely because 
of the current deadlock in the Jar- 
ring talks and in view of the U.N. 
envoy's initiative of February 8, 
demanding Israel's withdrawal from

The Cabinet failed to adopt any 
decision yesterday on the Canal is- 
sue, although it is understood to be 
firmly opposed to the present propo- 
sal of the U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State, Joseph Sisco, that Israel 
withdraw some 40 kms, from the 
Canal in exchange for a one-year 
cease-fire, during which Canal 
clearance operations could be com- 
pleted. : 

NO CABINET DECISION 

There is no Cabinet decision yet 
on Washington's persistent request 
that Israel should spell out for- 
mally what it regards as desirable 
future borders. Although Israel may 
be prepared to indicate certain es- 
sential principles regarding defen- 
sible borders, Jerusalem is most re- 
luctant to submit any complete ter- 
titorilal plan at this stage, 

Since Washington appears, for the 
time being, to have dropped its ear- 
ller demand ‘that Israel agree in 
advance to almost total withdrawal 
from Sinai, it may also have advised 
Cairo to state its territoria) de- 
mands in the form of “positions” as 
distinct from “conditions.” It was 
stressed again yesterday in Jerusa- 
lem that Premier Golda Meir at her 
meeting last week with U.S, Am- 
bassador Walworth Barbour did not 
submit any details on Israel's bor- 
der position, as has been claimed 
by U.S. officials in Washington. One 
of the main reasons for the meeting 
was Mrs. Melr's wish to reject Sec- 
retary of State Willlam Rogers’ 
claim that Israel had failed to fulfil 
its part of the bargain by refusing 
to accept the Jarring Initiative for 
totul withdrawa: from Sinai.

Sadat says Sudan: joining 
Egypt in ‘battle of destiny’ 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 

Egypt's President Anwar Sadat 
Said yesterday that the next few 
days will be “decisive in, our battle 
of destiny,” Cairo Radio reported 
last night. 


In a natloa-wide address in the 
Sudanese capital, Khartoum, just 
before his departure after a 24- 
hour visit, Sadat said that Egypt 
went as far as it could in the past 
month in search of a Middle East 
settlement, but all efforts “have 
failed in view of Israel's conceit 
and arrogance." The Egyptian Pre- 
sident reiterated that Cairo would 
not budge from two principles — 
not to cede a single inch of Arab 
land, nor bargain on the rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

Sadat delivered his speech shortly 
before he wound up his talks with 
the Sudanese leaders, headed by 
President Ja’afar e-Numeiry. He 
said Sudan was now an active part- 
ner in the Arab “battle of destiny.” 
He noted that the scale of Sudan's 
involvement “was in the past ques- 
tioned in view of the country's cir- 
cumstances," but added that Su- 
dan's Revolution Command Council 
“has insisted on taking part in the 
battle.” 


CRITICIZES US. 


The Egyptian President critici- 
zed U.S. Middle East policy, saying 
that "lt Is amazing to see America 
being . subjected to gressure by 
Israel” rather than the other way 
round. Egypt's next move “will be 
determined by ourselves, by our 
will-power and judgement." he said.

JERUSALEM AND 
THE VATICAN 


To the Editer of The Jerusalem : Fost 

Sir, — The gentlemen in the of- 
fices of the Vatican’s “lOaserva- 
tore Romano” either do not know 
their history or — what seems to 
be more plausible — intentionally 
overlook historical facts in order to 
make out their case against a Jew- 
ish Jerusalem (March 23). 


Tt should be recalled, over and 
over again, that in 1947 the re- 
presentatives of the Palestine Jews 
accepted in full the UNSCOP re- 
commendations, later approved by 
the United Nations, which included 
the internationalisation of Jerusalem. 
The Arab states, on the other hand, 
rejected the plan. In fact, it was 
the Jordanlans who brought about 
what the Vatican paper calls “faits 
accomplis” in Jerusalem, by bom- 
barding the Holy City and then oc- 
cupying the Eastern part of it. 


Where was the Vatican then, and 
throughout the long 19 years, when 
the Arabs violated the U.N. decision 
to partition Palestine and to inter- 
nationalise Jerusalem, although his- 
torically and practically, the Holy 
City is first of all a Jewish city? 


And is “l’Osservatore Romano" 
also Ignorant of another historical 
fact, namely, how Israel regained the 
whole of Jerusalem and reunited 
the divided city? Has the Vatican 
newspaper forgotten who started 
the war in Jerusalem on June 5, 
1967? 


“One cannot fall to feel keen 
concern over changes of such se- 
riousness,” says the Vatican news- 
Paper. Indeed, one would Like to 
ask the Vatican who brought about 
these changes, in 1948 and in 1967, 
in Jerusalem if not ‘Tsrael’s ene- 
mies themselves. 


The Vatican newspaper also im- 
plies that the immense development 
plans for Jerusalem are “unfor- 
tunately not works of peace...” Do 
the gentlemen of “l'Osservatore Ro- 
mano” consider that the Holy City, 
partitioned by barbed wire and sur- 
rounded by machine-gun nests, as 
was the case from 1948 to 1967, 
constituted a “work of peace"?

By SUE MASTERMAN 


THE HAGUE (Ofns). — 

than 30 children are 

polio victims in a minor epidte- 

mic in Holland which should never 

have happened. They were tnfeot- 

ed because their parents, members 

of the isolated strict Calvinist com- 

munity in and around Staphorst, 

refused to have ther chfidren in- 
oculated. 


Inoculation, accordingto the local 
preacher, the Reverend Pieter Dors- 
man, is interfering with a hesithy 
body and antici; ‘the Will of 
God. The Bible says that a sick 
man needs a doctor, ‘but not a 
healthy man, and thus the major- 
ity of the children in ‘Staphorst 
were not inoculated on February 
28 when the local health autho-

rities diagnosed three cases of 
polio. 


Four thousand: of the 4,400 chiid- 
ren in the area have now been 
inoculated against pollo, but in the 
meantime three children have died 
and at least 16 of the young vic- 
thns will be paralysed for the rest 
of their Hvesa. The polio virus 
which caused this particular epi- 
demic is one of 188 most dangerous 
types known to the medical world.

4X4 NJ out to win ham contest again

SASA. — Elght tired men and a 
boy, their unshaven faces Ht with 
the hope of world championship, 
were last night completing 48 hours 
at four sophisticated radio “ham” sta- 
tions set up in the museum of this 
Upper Galilee kibbutz. They are 
competing in the annual interna- 
tional radio ham competition, which 
they won last year with a total of 
almost 5,000 contacts round the 
world, well ahead of their nearest 
challenger, a West German station 
with 2,200 calls. 

Tirelessly calling the world with 
thelr own signal 4X4 N for Norway 
J for Japan, they have deen at it 
since two o'clock on Saturday mora- 
ing and were due to have completed 
their calls with thousends of hams 
aH over the world at two this 
morning. By the afternoon they had 
already made about 4,000 contacts 
and were hopeful of carrying the 
championship and the cup it brings 
again this year. 

They explained ta your reporter 
that the usual ham calls entail con- 
versations “on any subject except 
politics and money.” But during the 
competition there is time only for 
the call sign, confirmation, informa- 
tion on the quality of the reception 
and the wave length. “When we're 
lucky we may make as many as 
three calls a minute, from Cyprus 
to New Zealand,” Emanuel a ham 


from Beersheba told me. 

The furthest contact he had made 
during the day was... with himself. 
“We use long waves which are 
beamed at the ionosphere, where 
they break up, bounce back to the 
earth again, back again to the 
lJonosphere and back to earth, in a 
continuous cycle, which is inter- 
rupted only when another station 
picks it up. Sometimes it happens 
that the signal goes all round the 
world and back to one's own station. 
It takes about a second and then 
I can say shalom to myself. It's 
interesting, but unfortunately it 
doesn't count in the competition,” 
he said. : 

The Communications Ministry re- 
gulations forbid Israel hams from 
talking to stations in the seven 
Arab countries, and they are not 
allowed to call Israel either. 
“But yesterday I got a call straight 
from Lebanon." Did he ans- 
wer it? “I prefer not to comment,” 
Emanuel said, but his smile made 
tt pretty obvious that the Lebanese 
call was one more point for Israel. 

Soviet hams are also barred by 
their government from calling Israel, 
“but they did during this competition 
and we answered. Noblesse oblige.” 
In fact, just as I was leaving the 
museum, which was picked for the 
competition site because it is situa- 
ted ‘high up in the mountains, with 
@ clear horizon for the signals, 2 
Russtan station was calling 4X4 NJ. 


Steps to cut IL180m. 
from purchasing power

New monetary measures to mop 
up IL180m. of purchasing power 
were approved by the Ministerial 
Economic Committee in Jerusalem 
yesterday, This follows the Bank of 
Israel Governor's report that the 
means of payment have increased 
by five per cent, or IL150m., in the 
first three months of 1971 -- a 
faster rate of monetary inflation 
than during 1970, 

On April 15, the Bank of Israel 
will cut its* contribution to the 
Export Fund from 50 to 42.5 per 
cent, and on April 30 to 85 per 
cent. The commercial banks will 
increase their share by a corres- 
ponding amount -— which means 
withdrawing IL45m. from other uses. 

On May 13, the liquidity ratio on 
current accounts will be lifted by 
one per cent, and on June 3 by 
another one per cent (to 67.5 per 
cent). The liquidity ratio on time 
deposits wili be increased by one 
per cent on June 17, July 1 and 
July 15 (to 18 per cent for de- 
posits of six months and over, and 
28 per cent'for four to six months). 
That should absorb IL105m.- 
IL110m. The remaining IL30m. will 
come from the liquidity ratio on 
promissory notes, applied last year 
in phases during an interim period 
that will expire three months from 
now. 

Official circles see all this as 8 
significant sharpening of the credit 
squeeze, taking into account that 
the banks have also promised an 


extra IL175m. of loans to the Gov- 
ernment during the coming fiscal 
year. Asked whether interest rates 
will go up, Dr. Meir Heth, Examiner 
of banks, told the press last night: 
“More important than whether tn- 
terest will cost a point or two 
more is the necessity to check the 
growth in the means of payments.”
